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COLLEGE  OPENS  OCTOBER  11 

The  unusual  demand  for  labor  in  all  fields  of  activity,  but  particu- 
larly in  agriculture,  made  it  seem  desirable  to  delay  the  opening  of 
college  so  that  those  engaged  for  the  season  might  complete  the  har- 
vesting of  the  crops  without  detriment  to  their  studies.  After  very 
careful  consideration  of  all  the  conditions,  the  University  united  with 
Bates  and  Colby  in  fixing  the  opening  date  on  October  11.  The  ar- 
rearage examinations  will  occur  October  5,  6,  8,  and  9.  Entrance 
examinations  will  be  held  on  the  same  dates.  October  10  and  11  will 
be  Registration  Days,  with  the  first  recitations  beginning  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  11th.  The  first  public  assembly  will  be  held  at  11  o'clock 
on  October  11,  at  which  President  Aley  will  make  the  address. 

VACATIONS  DURING  1917-18 

In  order  to  offset  in  part  the  late  beginning,  it  has  been  decided  to 
reduce  the  vacation  periods.  There  will  be  but  a  single  day  at  Thanks- 
giving and  the  Christmas  holidays  will  be  reduced  to  one  week.  The 
Easter  vacation  will  be  entirely  omitted.  Commencement  will  occur 
as  usual  the  second  Wednesday  in  June. 

INCREASED   CHARGES 

In  order  to  meet  the  present  high  cost  of  all  materials  used  by  the 
University,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  increase  the  charge  for 
board  and  also  to  increase  the  incidental  fee.  The  need  of  the  first 
named  increase  is  evident  to  everyone.  The  very  great  increase  in 
the  cost  of  coal  and  also  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  labor  have  made 
it  necessary  to  secure  more  revenue  from  students.  The  increase  is 
added  to  the  incidental  fee  because  in  this  way  the  burden  will  be 
equally  distributed  upon  all  students.    The  new  rates  are

THIS  IS  THE  YEAR  TO  ATTEND  COLLEGE 

Government  and  State  officials  are  agreed  that  the  work  of  educa- 
tion is  so  important  during  this  crisis  that  unusual  efforts  should  be 
made  by  all  to  keep  up  standards,  both  of  attendance  and  work.  In 
this  connection,  note  the  following  quotations: 

From  P.  P.  Claxton,  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education: 
Schools  and  other  agencies  of  education  must  be  maintained  at  what- 
ever cost  and  against  all  hurtful  interference  with  their  regular  work, 
except  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  national  defence.  A  right  con- 
ception of  patriotism  should  induce  all  students  who  cannot  render 
some  immediate  service  of  great  value,  to  remain  in  college,  concen- 
trate their  energies  on  their  work,  and  thus  be  all  the  more  ready  and 
fit  when  their  services  may  be  needed,  either  for  war  or  for  important 
work  of  reconstruction  and  development  in  our  own  and  other  coun- 
tries when  the  war  shall  have  ended. 

From  Newton  D.  Baker,  Secretary  of  War:  Boys  who  are  anxious 
to  serve  but  who  are  too  young,  or  possessing  disabilities,  can  perhaps 
do  best  by  staying  on  at  the  institution  in  which  they  are  enrolled. 

From  the  meeting  of  American  Universities  and  Colleges  held  in 
Washington,  May  5,  1917:  We  believe  that  all  young  men  below  the 
age  of  liability  to  the  selective  draft,  and  those  not  recommended  for 
special  service,  who  can  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  offered 
by  our  colleges,  should  be  urged  to  do  so  in  order  that  they  may 
render  the  most  effective  service,  both  during  the  full  period  of  the 
war,  and  in  the  trying  times  which  will  follow  its  close. 

THE   UNIVERSITY   URGES 

Alumni  to  be  live  exponents  of  the  importance  of  extra  educational 
effort  at  the  present  time.  If  every  alumnus  will  talk  to  his  friends 
and  seek  out  young  people  who  ought  to  be  in  college,  urging  them  to 
go,  a  great  patriotic  service  will  be  rendered.     Every  undergraduate 
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student  should  be  urged  to  return  to  the  institution  of  his  choice.  Do 
your  part  and  thereby  render  service  to  the  nation  and  also  to  your 
Alma  Mater. 

Undergraduates  to  make  every  effort  to  return  to  college  this  fall. 
This  ought  to  be  the  patriotic  duty  of  every  undergraduate  who  is  not 
in  the  active  service  of  his  country.  By  returning  to  college  and  com- 
pleting your  college  course,  you  can  be  of  much  greater  service  to  the 
nation. 

Preparatory  School  Graduates  to  make  every  effort  to  get  into  col- 
lege this  year.  It  will  be  a  serious  mistake  if  you  sacrifice  this  am- 
bition of  yours  to  the  allurements  of  an  immediate  job.  Your  college 
education  will  be  an  investment  that  will  pay  you  large  returns  in  the 
future.    Now  is  the  time  to  make  that  investment. 

Young  women,  if  undergraduates,  to  return  to  college;  if  prepared 
for  college,  to  enter.  The  great  war  is  opening  many  opportunities  to 
women  and  placing  upon  them  unusual  responsibilities.  A  college 
education  will  help  you  to  use  the  opportunities  and  make  you  better 
able  to  bear  the  responsibilities. 

FACULTY    FOR    1917-18 

Early  in  the  spring,  it  became  evident  that  the  war  situation  would 
probably  decrease  college  attendance  and  also  reduce  greatly  college 
revenues.  In  order  to  meet  these  emergencies,  the  instructors  in  the 
University  were  informed  that  their  services  would  probably  not  be 
needed  for  1917-18.  They  were  given  assistance  in  securing  other 
places  and  practically  all  of  them  are  located  in  good  positions.  The 
vacancies  that  occurred  by  the  resignation  of  those  members  of  the 
faculty  of  professorial  grade  were  not  filled.  As  a  result,  the  emergen- 
cy situation  has  been  met  fairly  well.  The  members  of  the  faculty 
have  shown  their  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  and  loyalty  by  their  will- 
ingness to  teach  more  hours  than  usual,  and  where  possible,  to  assist 
in  allied  departments.  As  at  present  arranged,  the  teaching  faculty  for 
1917-18  will  be  as  follows:

DEATH    OP    RALPH    K.    JONES 

Ralph  K.  Jones,  for  many  years  librarian  at  the  University  of  Maine, 
died  at  Wellesley  Hills,  Mass.,  June  9.    Although  he  had  been  ill  for 
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several  months,  his  death  came  as  a  shock  to  his  host  of  university 
friends.  No  man  connected  with  the  University  has  rendered  more 
loyal  service  than  Mr.  Jones.  The  interests  of  the  University  were 
very  close  to  his  heart.  He  never  allowed  adverse  criticisms  to  be 
made  without  pointing  out  their  weakness  and  using  his  best  efforts  to 
present  the  exact  truth.  The  feeling  of  the  faculty  is  well  shown  in 
the  following  statements  which  were  spread  upon  the  faculty  record 
book: 

Ralph  Kneeland  Jones  graduated  from  the  Maine  State 
College  in  the  Class  of  1886.  He  was  made  librarian  in  1897 
and  served  the  institution  in  this  capacity  until  the  time 
of  his  death,  June  9,  1917.  The  University  has  had  no 
more  loyal  alumnus  than  Mr.  Jones  and  the  faculty  no 
more  enthusiastic  or  untiring  worker. 

His  colleagues  wish  at  this  time  to  express  the  high 
regard  in  which  Mr.  Jones  was  held  and  place  upon  the 
faculty  records  this  appreciation  of  his  services.
